Too cool

Online insiders using social media 
to connect in the Windy City

Of course social networks are social. But gener- 
ally they’re social in a sitting-in-front-of-the-com- 
puter-at-work or still-wearing-pajamas-and-it’s-3 
p.m.-on-a-Saturday kind of way Not so much real 
people in the real world. 

But that’s starting to change. 

With Web sites such as Tumblr, Twitter and 
Blogger encouraging users in Chicago and 
nationwide to move their online relationships 
into the real world at bars, clubs and restau- 
rants, social media are about to become a little 
more ... um ... social. 

Twentysomethings such as Jessi Langsen, a 25- 
year-old public relations senior account executive 
from East Village, are turning to the sites to help 
them connect with people they otherwise might 
never meet. 

“If I can find someone who also wants to take a 
cooking class, likes the same music that I do and 
lives in my neighborhood, why wouldn’t I?” she 
said. “I’m a social person, so I’m always meeting 
new people. And if you’re going to be meeting new 
people this speeds up the process a bit.” 

Langsen says she has met and befriended nearly 
a dozen people since she began interacting with 
people on Tumblr, a social media site that allows 
users to post text, images, video, links, quotes and 
audio to a short-form blog. 

Each relationship has followed the same path. 

“Thu find yourself going back-and-forth in 
comments, and then you send them an e-mail as 
a natural way to say more about their post. They 
e-mail back, you exchange your real names, then 
you begin wanting to move the conversation into 
real time,” she said. 

The relationships have exposed Langsen, a 
self-described foodie with unique musical tastes. 


From posting to parties 

Meet-ups weren’t part of David Karp’s plans when 
he founded Tumblr in 2007. Karp, 22, founded 
the site as a way to share things he found funny 
or cool or interesting. And he wanted to be able 
to do so without hammering out a multiple- 
paragraph blog entry. 

“I’m not particularly verbose,’’ he said. 

Rather than create a large, empty text field, 
like most blogging platforms, Karp inserted six 
buttons to allow users to click on each to post 
text, images, video, links, quotes or audio. 

The site allows users to “follow” other users 
and see their posts together with others’ on 
their dashboards. The online relationships 
that develop from following someone and 
being followed are why meet-ups are a logical 
progression for a site that is a hub where nearly 
1 million people share intimate details about their 
personal lives, Karp said. 

“With this type of platform it’s expected that 
people share so much about themselves and 
who they are online,” he said. “With that you 
build up not just friends but fans online and 
going to a bar to meet is as much a thrill as it is to 
go to a venue to see a band.”

as enabled her to form real-life friendships with 
people across the country 

One such friend, a Boston freelance writer and 
social media marketer, has evolved from a fellow 
Blogger user and Tumblr acquaintance to some- 
one Langsen has met up with seven times in the 
past year and whose opinion she sought when she 
began a new relationship. 

“In some ways these people are closer to me 
than my friends from college because they choose 
to read what I post,” she said.

But not all real-world relationships develop so 
organically Many, if not most, develop through 
meet-ups— casual gatherings advertised online 
where users meet to eat, drink and mingle. The 
gatherings, which are often advertised and orga- 
nized by users (who, if they’re using Tumblr, noti- 
fy the site in order to receive free name tags and 
other Tumblr-branded swag). They can draw any- 
where from a handful of people to more than 60. 

To date, there have been three official Tumblr 
meet-ups, participants told RedEye. Chris Micek, 
a 24-year-old Web designer from the West Loop,

scene in your neighborhood? 

Import your own. 

That’s what Andy Czysz is doing in the 
South Loop these days. The 24 -year-old 
Printer’s Row resident helped launch a 
Facebook group called Guerrilla Gay Bar 
South Loop Chicago this year as a way to 
bring a fun bar atmosphere to the South 
Loop. As the page explains: Participants 
all agree to attend a venue on a particular 
night and with enough participation the 
place effectively becomes a gay bar. 

Czysz says the group has organized five 
GGB events since January. The most recent 
one, at English (444 N. LaSalle St.), drew 
about 300 people, Czysz says. 

“It’s a much more inclusive atmosphere 
than most bar scenes because you get this 
weird mix of crowds. People kind of know 
each other because they might have seen 
each other on Facebook.” jimwalsh, redeye

Wrigley Rockit launch

The scene: It's easy to get distracted when discuss- 
ing Trump International Hotel & Tower, After all, 
The Donald is more fun to talk about than all that 
glass and steel. Same goes for the new Rockit out- 
post in Wrigleyville, Co-owner BiUy Dec— He blogs! 
He does fashion shoots! He's helping Chicago get 
the Olympics!— is infinitely more fascinating than 
burgers and beers. 

However, all that gossip isn't going to help you 
make a decision about your weekend morning, 

We'U focus on brunch, 

Rockit has been a runaway hit in River North, 
so it makes sense for the upscale sports bar to try 
its hand in the city's sportiest neighborhood. Open 
since the end of April, the new spot has added a 
kid's menu and tweaked its design to fit the smaller 
space (former occupant: Tuscany), Its attitude about 
everything else, from the menu (genuinely upscale 
pub grub) to the interior (sporty lodge that has a 
passing interest in rock 'n' roll), seems to be, “if it 
ain't broke, don't fix it,” 

Dec and his partners at Rockit Ranch 
Productions know how to handle a crowd, which 
should prove invaluable when managing a spot 
that's a stone's throw from Wrigley Field, Sidewalk 
seating is tucked alongside the building on 


Waveland Avenue, a safe distance from game-day 
crowds swarming on Clark Street, 

The cuisine: Rockit is better known for solidly 
executing familiar favorites than blazing new paths, 
and that's certainly the case on its brunch menu. 
There's a short stack of buttermilk pancakes ($9), 
corned beef hash ($11) and steak and eggs ($12) 
served with a veal skirt steak. For the lunch-minded, 
there's turkey chili ($4-$6), a couple of meal-sized 
salads ($14- $15) and Rockit's famous kobe beef 
burger ($19), 

The King ($12), which takes inspiration from 
Elvis' love of fried peanut butter and banana sand- 
wiches, is the menu's sweet standout. The thick-cut 
French toast (perfectly fluffy) is drizzled with pea- 
nut butter, topped with whipped cream and toasted 
peanuts, and served with sliced bananas. It's an 
over-the-top dish that would seem right at home on 
the Bongo Room's menu, and like its namesake, it 
deserves its own cultish following. 

The otherwise-solid California omelet ($12) 
would do well to replace its warmed avocado puree 
with a guacamole garnish, and the seasoning on the 
oven-roasted potatoes (announced as hash browns 
on the menu) could use a bit more kick,

Perhaps the only thing 
more unlikely than 
releasing a rock opera in 
2009 is that it’s a rock 
opera written and recorded 
by Green Day But such is 
the case with “21st Century 
Breakdown ” which arrived 
in stores Friday 
Green Day is that rare 
beast: a band that still sells 
lots of albums in an mp3- 
obsessed, iPod era. And 
rarer still, the band makes 
albums that demand to be heard as a whole: a collection 
of conceptually linked songs that is greater than the 
sum of its parts. 

The northern California trio’s previous album, the 
2004 release ‘American Idiot,” was a song cycle about 
life during wartime. In the grand punk tradition of 
Reagan-era stalwarts the Minutemen, the Meat Puppets 
and Husker Du, Green Day succeeded in making an 
album that spoke to and about its generation at a time 
of political anxiety, fear and anger. Unlike those bands. 
Green Day was an unmitigated hit. During a decade 
when CD sales plummeted, ‘American Idiot” sold nearly 
6 million copies domestically and 12 million worldwide. 

Now comes the even more ambitious “21st Century 
Breakdown,” nothing less than a three-part rock opera 
that traces the story of two characters, Christian and 
Gloria, the yin and yang of singer-guitarist Billie Joe 
Armstrong’s personality 

Christian is a rabble-rouser with his finger hovering 
on the self-destruct button, Gloria is an idealist with 
hopes of remaking the world.

We Chicagoans love our decks, balconies, patios and roof gardens. 
Our summers are brief but beautiful, and we appreciate every warm 
day Even if youVe only got a tiny terrace, start decorating it now so 
you’ll have all season to enjoy it. 

The best times to buy outdoor furniture are the months that 
bookend the beginning and end of the season— look for discounts in 
May and September, For cheap deck gear during the rest of the year, 
overstock.com. Cost Plus World Market and that old standby, IKEA, 
have inexpensive options. Since Chicago’s warm weather is short and 
sweet, you’ll get more mileage out of your 
furniture if you buy things— like dining chairs, 
cafe tables or glazed ceramic planters— that 
can live a second life indoors or fold up for 
storage over the winter 
Urbanites like container gardening, since it 
allows us to grow plants and flowers without a 
lot of land.

The movie’s funny, a little 
frustrating— you’ll predict the climactic on-field event long before it 
happens— and a perfectly pleasant take on the revolving door of fame.

Recession got you down?

Chicagoans ditch 
the office, flock 
to coffee shops

When George Strader’s wife calls to ask which 
office he’s at, she’s really asking which Starbucks 
location. 

Instead of his Arlington Heights office, 
Strader, 28, can be found at Starbucks locations 
throughout Chicago four days a week, sipping 
two grande-sized cups of coffee while getting 
work done on his laptop. 

“The traditional cubicle and I do not get 
along,” the advertising consultant told RedEye 
recently in a Lakeview Starbucks, steps from 
his home. “Everything I need is at my fingertips 
here: coffee, laptop and electrical outlet.” 

Coffee shops have taken on a new role in 
recent years, becoming a pseudo-office where 
freelancers type away furiously on their laptops 
next to half-empty coffee cups. According to the 
Bureau of Labor Statistics’ most recent data, 
in 2005, 10.3 million people— or 7.4 percent of 
the work force the U.S.— have alternative work 
arrangements, which includes those working 
from home to those plopping themselves at cof- 
fee shops during the workday 

Because some set up shop for hourslong blocks 
at coffee houses, baristas are put in a difficult 


position trying to please displaced customers 
who can’t find seats during high-traffic times. 

“People walk out because there’s nowhere to 
sit,” said Jeremiah Muhammad, 37, manager of a 
Lakeview Caribou. 

But Muhammad says he never asks those busy 
at work the passive-aggressive question: “How 
long are you going to be here?” 

Such a question, Muhammad says, can be bad 
for business, especially since he prides himself on 
developing a relationship with Caribou regulars, 
many of whom are on a first-name basis with him. 

The same problem exists at Noble Tree in 
Lincoln Park. With the permission of Noble 
Tree’s owner. Jelly Chicago, a group of freelanc- 
ers and students, meets twice-weekly in the cof- 
fee house, everybody working on independent 
projects. 

“We’re colleagues effectively,” said Sean 
Johnson, 28, of Rogers Park, one of the founding 
members of Jelly Chicago. “But none of us are 
working on the same thing.” 

While the environment is social, regulars say it 
helps yield results in their work. 

“There are so many distractions in the apart- 
ment,” said Jeff Siarto, 25, a Web designer from 
the Loop. “I’m more productive here.” 


A place of their own 

While some coffee houses are 
friendly to freelancers, Sam 
Rosen, 23, of Ukranian Village, 
said many don’t feel welcome. 

That’s why he created the 
Coop. When he moved out of 
his Fulton Market apartment, he 
decided to keep the place and 
transform it into a working space. 
Half of it became an office for his 
Web design company, and the 
other half became the Coop, a co- 
working facility where freelancers 
and others can rent out a work 
space by the day, week or month. 
Because many “co-workers” are 
in related fields, such as Web 
development, it’s common for 
strangers to help each other on 
different projects, Rosen says. 

Even though Brett Yates, 29, is 
a self-employed Web developer 
who lives north of Millennium 
Park, at the Coop he can work 
among colleagues, he said. 

“It’s cool to be in a place where 
they encourage collaboration 
between people.”
